night when

trains collided telescoping two cars 
and wrecking another at Vineyard 
station, near the city limits. 


Many of the injured will die. 
Three trains loaded with 
excur- 
sionists to the beach at Venice, 1C 
miles from Los Angeles had stopped 
at a curve where a swiwtch is lo- 
cated. The latst trafn began moving 
forward while the 
two 
foremost 
trains remained at a standstill. 


Carroll Bartholomae, conductor of 
the last train, jumped to the track 
with his light to flag the fast ap- 
proaching train. A boy, passengers 
say, pulled the whistle in jest. 
This 


it was said by railroad men, was in- 
terpreted by the motorman on the 
oncoming train as the signal to go 
ahead. 


With a crash of 
breaking 
glass, 


splintering timbers and the cries of 
passengers, the motor car of the last 
train drove into the rear of the cen- 
ter train. The m otorman of the mov- 
ing train had given full speed. 
A 


curve had prevented his seeing the 
standing cars. 


The rear of the stationary 
jaffia. 
was filled to 
capacity, the 
aisles 


wer© crowded with passengers. 
The 
seats were shuffled as a deck of cards 
by the impact. 
Those 
who stood 


were crushed against each other into 
the far end of the car. The lights 
went out.

Heavy Wind Followed by Downpour of Rain Which 


Started at 9:45 Lasted Nearly AH of 


Sunday Night 


TELEPHONE COMMUNICATION ENTIRELY CUT OFF 


B. & p. Suffers Washouts and Landslide at Coaldale— 


Ohio Electric Car Remained in Black Hand Tunnel 
All Night and Traffic on East End Was Badly Crip- 
pled—Pennsy Had Landslide at Clay Lick. 


Steady wind, registering approxi- 


mately fifty-five miles an hour, an 
almost incessant glow of lightning 
and rumbling of thunder, ushered in 
the most severe and lasting electrical 
storm of the season, measuring the 
breadth of Licking county in its path- 
way. 
Damage and destruction lay 


in the path of the high wind and 
downpour of rasa which continued 
for practically four hours, broken 
only for short 
intervals 
between 


visits of the three distinct disturb- 
ances that passed over Newark. 


Telegraph and telephone 
wires, 


trolley and power 
cables 
suffered 


heavily throughout the county from 
the succession of storms, and Licking 
river and its tributaries were boom- 
ing currents Monday morning, rising 
slowly until noon. 


Trees were uprooted in some of 


;he country near Newark where the 
ligh wind had a clean sweep with its 
ncreased velocity. 
Bits of branches 


and limbs were strewn about 
the 


streets and the dawn of Monday 
morning presented every evidence of 
:he hardest storm of the year, and 
one of the worst in several seasons. 


Communication with villages in 


surrounding territory of the county, 
particularly those to the west, was 
entirely cut off, and meager reports 
of damage in the country districts 
are accounted for by this fact, for 


is known that the 
damage was 


heavy. 
The Central 
Union 
Tele- 


phone company and 
the Newark 


Telephone company found their lines 
completely crippled In the county, 
and an effort made early 
Monday 


morning by the Advocate to get into 
communication with 
the 
principal 
'illages proved futile. 


Trouble crews were sent out by 


joth telephone companies, and their 
Darly reports of 
poles 
and 
wires 


lown indicated 
that 
extra 
help 


would be needed to hustle repairs 
hrough and put the lines in service 
as quickly as possible. 


The Ohio Electric, the B. & O. and 


he Pennsylvania experienced heavy 
damage from 
water-washed 
track 


and from particles of timber strewn 
over their rights of way in places 
where they 
pa&s through 
wooded 


racts. Track walkers were sent out 
at daylight to make the. rounds of 


each respective section and report all 
trouble at once. 


It is likely that all traffic will be 


more or less delayed by the storm's 
havoc and it may be two or three 
days before telephone 
communica- 


tion reaches its 
normal 
condition 


throughout the county, despite the 
rapid work of repair crews. 


UXUSUAIj STORM. 
The atmospheric disturbances 
of 


Sunday night and the wee hours 
Monday morning, put in appearance 
in a most unusual manner. The late 
evening had witnessed a fitful breeze 
which brought cooling relief to the 
sudden and extreme humidity which, 
settled over Newark 
Sunday after- 


noon in advance of the big storms. 
As the night wore on clouds thick- 
ened and by 9 o'clock Newark found 
itself in the very center of a broad 
storm area, with a steady 
play 
of 


lightning illuminating the sky to the 
east, fast 
shifting 
heavy 
clouds 


rumbling stormily from the north, 
and equally fierce looking storms as- 
sembling 
in 
the 
northwest 
and 


southwest. 


It was about 10 o'clock when the 


big eastern storm turned its force 
to the south, checked the oncoming 
wind and rain from the north and 
backed it up m the direction of New- 
ark. 
As the big raindrops began to 


fall from this center of storms, the 
two disturbances from the northwest 
and southwest shifted direction so 
that they were headed for Newark 
also. 


Thus it was that Newark and cen- 


tral Licking county 
received 
the 


force of three distinct storms: first 
that from the north, next the one 
from the northwest, and last, the one 
from the southwest. The assembled 
storms soon had the air thoroughly 
charged with electricity, carrying an 
almost steady glow of bright, pierc- 
ing lightning, and a constant rumble 
and roll of thunder, which only a 
few times broke close enough 
to 


Newark to cause serious alarm.

Blount had writ- 


ten letters to Carey, a Cherokee in- 
terpreter, urging him to stir up the 
Cherokee Indians to aid him iu the In- 
vasion of the Floridas. 


These letters, fell Into the bonds of 


United States officers, who sent them 
to President Adams, who in turn com- 
municated them to congress just as 
that body was about to adjourn. 
Blount during a recess resigned bis 
sent In the senate and was elected to 
the state senate of Tennessee nnd cho- 
sen Its president. When the trial came 
he refused to attend, but his counsel 
held that the case should not proceed 
for two reasons—first, the constitution 
empowered tbe senate to try "officers" 
on Impeachment charges only and a 
senator was not such an "officer;" sec- 
ond, that Blount, being no longer a 
member of the senate, could not be 
tried as such. The senate decided that 
it hud no jurisdiction. Blount resided 
the rest of bis life in Tennessee. No 
further attempt was ever made to im- 
peuch him.

The program calls for four 
discourses per day. and so earnest are 
the delegates that apparently few will 
miss a service. Pastor Russell was 
one of the speakers of today. We re- 
port his discourse on Prayer, from the 
text. "Mine House shall be called an 
House of Prayer for all people."—Isa- 
iah 56:7. 
, The Great Teacher's words applied 
to the Jewish Temple, typical of the 
Spiritual Temple of the future. 
The 


typical Temple had Its various courts 
and different divisions of worshipers. 
Some might come near and some not 
BO near to the Holy of Holies, in which 
the Shekinah glory represented Jeho- 
vah God. Only the priesthood had ac- 
cess to the Most Holy; only the Le- 
vites were permitted in the inner court; 
then, came outer court divisions, some 
of, "which were for Gentiles. 
, Thus, did God represent In the type 
conditions not of the present, but of 
the future. 
The a ntltypical Temple 


has not yet been built. St. Peter de- 
scribes It as the'Church In glory. He 
tells that Christ Is Its chief Corner 
Stone, and that all the faithful saints 
of God are living stones, now being 
chiseled and polished for places In that 
glorious Temple of the future. 


As the stones of Solomon's Temple 


were all shaped and completed before 
the construction was begun, so the 
Church of Christ will be constructed 
at the end of this Age. after the "liv- 
ing stones" shall have been hewn and 
fitted for glory. As the stones of Solo- 
mon's Temple were so perfectly fitted 
to their places that they'all went to- 
gether without the sound of a ham- 
mer, so will it be with the construction 
of the Church, which will be accom- 
plished by the power of the First Res- 
urrection—"changed In a moment, in 
the twinkling of an eye"; for "flesh 
and blood cannot inherit the Kingdom 
of God."—1 Corinthians 15:50-52. 


As In the type, so In the antitype, 


the finished structure will be followed 
by a Divine recognition. The Temple 
will be filled with the glory of the 
Lord, and be thus niarked as RIs 
dwelling place for all time. Thus will 
be established—very soon, we trust— 
God's antit.vplcal House of Prayer, 
wherein and whereby all nations, peo- 
ples, kindred* and tongues may come 
Into fellowship with their Creator, 
and have communion with Him through 
His appointed agencies 


Only Consecrated Priest* Pray. 


When I refer to consecrated priests, 


do not misunderstand me to mean the 
clergy of tiny denomination nor of all 
denominations.

no clerical class, but declares. "All ye 
are brethren. 
One Is your Master, 


even Christ." 
(Matthew 23:8.) 
Poi 


more than eighteen centuries God has 
been calling out from amongst men the 
Royal Priesthood class. Jesus, theil 
High Priest. XMIS fiist called to suffer 
ing and then to glory, ami Ills foot 
step followers hine since been Invited 
to suffer with Him, that they may also 
reign with Him. 


Through tills Itoynl Priesthood, the 


world of mankind in the future will 
have access to God 
Now none but 


this Royal Priesthood have access, and 
they through their great Head, the 
High Priest of their profession. These 
by faith, have access to God in prayer 
at the Golden Altar of Incense. These 
see the light of the Golden Candlestick 
and partake of the holy Bread of Dl 
vine Truth. 


Others may approach God in the 


sense of being Interested in Him, deslr 
ing to do His will, and of seeking ti 
co*oi>erate with the Royal Priesthoot 
and to render service to the Lord's 
cause. The influence of such an »p 
proach toward God is always benefl 
cial, 
uplifting, cleansing. 
But the 


point we are emphasizing Is that al 
•uch approach to God stops short ot 
the privilege of true prayer to Him— 
of true relationship to Him as children. 


None may pray. "Our Father, which 


art in Heaven." except those who have 
approached God In His appointed waj 
—through Christ—and who since have 
been forgiven, and inducted into th« 
family of God by a begetting of th« 
Holy Spirit. The common concept ol 
the Fatherhood of God and the brother- 
hood of man is wholly unscrlpturai, 
and seta aside entirely the Savior and 
Hip' Important work as Advocate for 
the Church in the present, and as Medi- 
ator elect for the world in the future. 


Wrong View* Reepecting Prayer. 


Nearly all Christian people in the 


past have discerned the subject of 
prayer very Indistinctly. Sinners have 
been urged to pray; moralists, who 
have never accepted Christ as their 
Savior, have been chided for not pray- 
ing. In a general way the impression 
has been given to the world that God 
Is very anxious to have some recogni- 
tion on'the part of humanity, and will 
be glad to be approached by anybody 
at any time. How strange a mistake! 


Was it not God who denounced sin 


and placed the penalty, or curse, of 
death upon the sinner, and cut off the 
sinner from fellowship with Himself? 
Has He changed? 
Will He ever 


change? Was not the statement that 
"God heareth not sinners" a correct 
one?—John 8:31. 


The Church Ha* an Advocate. 


God's arrangement whereby His Con- 


lecrated people may approach Him ac- 
septably is clearly stated. "We [the 
Royal Priesthood] have an Advocate 
with the Father. Jesus Christ the 
Righteous," (1 John 2:1.) 
But before 


the Redeemer of men will become the 
Advocate for any, certain terms and 
conditions are laid down. Those ap- 
proaching are first of all reminded 
that "no man Cometh unto the "Fat her 
but by Me"—the Advocate. And upon 
inquiring respecting the terms upon 
which He would be their Advocate, we 
are admonished that He serves only 
those who become His disciples. In- 
quiring the terms of dlscipleship, we 
receive the answer, "If any man will 
come after Me, let him deny himself, 
and take up bis cross, and follow Me." 
—Matthew 16: 24. 


Under these conditions the poorest 


and the meanest of humanity have 
the privilege of approaching with cour- 
age the Throne of Heavenly Grace to 
obtain mercy, and to find grace to 
help in every time of need. (Hebrews 
4:10.) 
But equally certain Is It that 


none others have access to God. "Nei- 
ther is there any other name given 
under Heaven or amongst men where- 
by we must be saved" from our fallen 
condition, than the name of Jesus. 


Perhaps there is something revolu- 


tionary in this thought that, while all 
may worship in the sense of bowing 
down and showing reverence to the 
Almighty, none but-^the consecrated 
followers of Jesus have any assurance 
whatever of the Divine supervision of 
their affairs. And none but these have 
any authority for coming to God in 
prayer. 


One exception to this rule should be 


here stated; namely, that the children 
of consecrated believers, while they 
are still Immature of Judgment, have a 
standing with God through their rela- 
tionship to their parents. 
St. Paul 


makes this very evident in his declara- 
tion: "The unbelieving husband is 
sanctified by the wife, and the unbe- 
lieving wife is sanctified by the hus- 
band, else were your children unclean, 
but now are they holy."—1 Cor. 7:14. 


The translation of this text slightly 


beclouds the Apostle's thought, which 
is that where either of the parents 
has become n disciple of Jesus, the 
child stands related to God, regardless 
of the standing of the other parent. 
Such children may participate In wor- 
ship and in prayer. Rut this relation

torment. It merely means alienation, 
separation, from God and from His 
special core and providences In the 
present time; for the Divine arrange- 
ment Is for the ultimate blessing of 
mankind through the Messianic King- 
dom— through the Temple of Glory and 
its Royal Priesthood glorified. In Its 
Kingdom power for a thousand years. 


Might th» Truth DittouragvT 


Some might be inclined to say. There 


are millions of people who, with more 
or less formality, approach God In 
prayer dally.

I had for 
years thought of myself as a Christian, 
being a member of the Church of Eng- 
land. I participated in Its service, but 
without ever having had the thought 
tlint I could not be acceptable as one 
of His children, nor as a member of 
the Church whose names are written 
t» Heaven, except by the making of a 
full consecration of my life to the Lord. 
I had some serious thoughts on my 
homeward way." 


We replied to the effect that faithful 


is the wound of a friend: and that If 
our shaking of his self-confidence In a 
formallstlc piety should result In bring- 
ing him to a true consecration to the 
Lord and to a membership In the Roy- 
al Priesthood beyond the veil, he would 
thank us eternally therefor. 
In any 


event, he was a witness thnt our duty 
had been faithfully performed. 


There Is a great deal of sleepiness, 


drowsiness, amongst Christian,people. 
Many have mixed for themselves tbeo» 
logical potions, in which a form of 
godliness combined with worldiness is 
producing a lethargy as respects good 
Bible study, Christian character and 
the service of God as His ambassadors. 
We would like to awaken these, to 
have them know that they are trifling 
with the Gospel call, and unless they 
take the decisive step they will be for- 
jver outside the High Calling and prlv- 
Jeges of the Church. 


For What May Saint* Prayf 


Not only Is the privilege of prayer 


confined to the consecrated people of 
God, 
"sanctified In Christ Jesus." but 


»ven these are r«»tricted in respect to 
ivhat things they may properly pray 
ior. St James calls attention to the 
'ict that many prayers are entirely 
inheard, because the petitioners "have 
isked amiss"—for the gratification of 
their own selfish desires. 


The Master tells us the conditions 


•ipon which we may have the assur- 
suce of the Divine response. He says, 
"If ye abide in Me. and My words 
nMde in you, ye shall ask what ye 
will, and it shall be done unto you." 
f.Tohn 15:7.) 
At first this appears to 


ve God's consecrated 
people the 


right to ask for anything and to expect 
everything. 


But note again the conditions: (1) 


"If ye abide in Me." Those who are 
In Christ are New Creatures; to them 
'old things have passed away, and all 
things have become new." Those who 
have thus come into membership in 
the Body of Christ, the consecrated 
Church, have given up their own wills, 
have set aside earthly alms and pros- 
pects, and have accepted instead the 
will of the Lord and the Heavenly 
hopes and prospects set before them 
In His Word. These, therefore, do not 
wish to ask for earthly things, but 
merely to request the Heavenly things, 
which would assist them In making 
tholr calling and election sure. 


Then comes the other consideration: 


(2) "If My Words nblde In you " This 
signifies that the petitioner not only 
has a new -will—the will of the Master 
—but that he hns sought to know what 
that will Is. as expressed in the M^is- 
ter's words, or teachings. 
And all 


such pupils in the school of Christ are 
taught of Him and guided into the 
understanding of the Scriptures, hence 
are able to rightly divide the Word of 
Truth, to appreciate the promises 
which belong nt the present time to 
the Church, and to differentiate these 
from the promises for the world In 
the next Ace. These know what to 
ask for, and having the Master's spirit, 
would nsk for nothing else. Thus nil 
their petitions, being for spiritual 
things promised in the Scriptures, 
would have a rich fulfilment 


"Pray Without C«««ing." 


When St. Paul urges the consecrated 


Church to "pray without ceasing" nnd 


in everything give thanks," he evi- 


dently does not refer to formal pray- 
ers, but ri»ther to that prayerful atti- 
tude of the heart which under nil clr- 
<'umstniK-es and conditions looks to 
fiotl—either for wisdom and guidance 
to do Ills will, or with thanksgiving 
and praise for blessings received and 
prayers nnswered.

Lass Attracts Crowds Nightly 


With Rich Contralto Voice 


Romantic and 
permeated 
with 
tales that would excite the compas- 
sion of the moat hardened criminal 
or the most brutal ruffian is the ca- 
reer of Captain Martha Watkins, ttie 
beautiful Salvation Army girl who 
singa on the streets of this city. Miss 
Watklus has been surrounded with 
all the horrors of the slums of New 
York City, once being trapped in the 
bouse of an Italian, who had evil in- 
tentions toward her. She saved her 
life only by the heroic use of a hat 
pin that she fortunately had in her 
possession. 
This brave girl in her 
career as a Salvation Army worker 
has In all probability the most ex- 
citing recorded experiences of any of 
the fair adventurers of the present 
day or of the fabled characters of 
mythology. 


A family in the most desperate of 
conceivable circumstances was. once 
rescued from starvation, 
from the 
slums and its reaking Immoralities 
by the (fearless girl who braved the 
dangers that the most hardened de- 
tectives refused to 
imperil 
their 
lives by investigating. 


At the age of 
20 Miss Wtatklns 
was sent by her parents to the Sal- 
vation Training Home in New York 
City to matriculate 
in the 
course 
preparatory to receiving the rank of 
Lieutenant of the Army. At the out- 
set Miss Watkins was placed on the 
investigation committee 
which pa- 
trols the slums and the segregrated 
districts where humanity

All the life history of Miss Wat- 
kins has been Identified with 
the 
Salvation Army. Since earliest child- 
hood her environment has been that 
of a girl whose parents were engaged 
in the furtherance of the Salvation- 
ist philosophy and in lifting families 
and individuals from degraded places 
to ones of respectability. 
The training school which she at- 
tended is in the heart of the city 
and yong men and women of social 
position from all over the country 
sacrificed wealth and the pleasures 
of life to launch in the noble work 
by which thousands of humanity are 
saved. In the six months course those 
enrolled study oratory, the bible, vo- 
cal music, economic conditions of the 
poor whom it is their mission to am- 
eliorate. 
Those enrolled 
begin ac- 
tive work in the slums and dally can- 
vass parts of the city which are as- 
signed to them. In this way they not 
only fit themselves for places which 
they later occupy, but earn their liv- 
ing and give to New York one o£its 
greatest aid*. While at the training 
schoool 586 homes were visited per- 
sonally by the girl who at this time 
was only 20 years of age. To fami- 
lies to whom she knew to be in need •

she distributed 1106 tickets 
for 
meals and the necessities of life. Ac- 
centuated by the 
pathetic circum- 
stances of this nature the brave girl 
accomplished deeds that when 
but 
three months out 
of the 
training 
school she received promotion to the 
rank of captain and was next to the 
highest officer in the city of Cincin- 
nati. 


The case of 
an Italian 
family 
making their residence in a tenement 
house in a notorious district once 
prompted the girl to venture into the 
neighborhood. Of a stalwart and ma- 
lignant looking man from Italy »he 
asked if the family that was sought 
resided within. To 
her 
innocent 


question the brute first answered in 
the negative uut after she had pro- 
ceeded along the thoroughfare for 
some distance the rapacious ruffian 
prompted by nefarious and vicious 
design called to her in his soft Ital- 
ian dialect that he was mistaken and 
that the family she desired to see 
did live in the house and that it 
would please him very much to show 
her the part of the house in which 
the family lived. Once the girl had 
crossed the threshhold, the door was 
locked by the same hand that had 
beckoned to her in the street and 
she was face to face with a physical- 
ly powerful criminal before whom 
the average woman would have melt- 
ed like ice. The man- approached her 
as soon as he had locked the door 
and began to lay violent hands upon 
her. The seemingly helpless woman 
had anticipated the intention of the 
man and was prepared to resist any 
attack.. Drawing Her hat pin she im- 
mediately attacked 
him and 
soon, 
succeeded in forcing her way to the 
door where the noise attracted the 
attention of passersby and the door 
was broken in and the girl rescued 
by the people who fairly idolize the 
army women because of their efforts 
in their behalf. 


'Since this episode the girl 
has 
been an interesting 
figure 
of the 
street and has been located in Cin- 
cinnati where she received t he rank 
of captain. 
Her life since leaving 


Cincinnati has been divided between 
several of the minor cities of 
the 
state. Two months ago she came to 
this city and 
since .that time has 
been actively engaged in the daily 
routine of the Salvation work. Be- 
fore coming to Newark, for several 
months Miss Watkins was much in 
demand in different 
cities of the 
country, she has spent her time in 
traveling in different parts 
of the 
country and has been closely asso- 
ciated with the Booth family on dif- 
ferent occasions 
I 


Her rich contralto voice, one of 
her principal charms, may be heard ' 
any afternoon or evening, ringing 
out on the public square where the 
Army holds daily service. She is an 
expert with guitar and cornet and 
because of these musical traits has 
had offers that would give her an op- 
portunity to see the world.

CLOUDBURST 


BREAKS OVER 


CENTRAL OHIO 


(ASSOCIATED PRESS TELEGRAM) 


Columbus, O., 
July 14.—A 
Cloud- 


burst which broke over a large part 
of Central Ohio early today paralyzed 
railroad and interurban traffic out of 
Columbus and several other points for 
several hours. 
The storm broke fu- 


riously about 4:30 a. m. and 
while 


only forty-five one hundredths of an 
inch of rain fell within 30 minutes, 
small rivers and creeks were swelled 
quickly
